Career In Washington 


In 1889 he was elected to succeed 


Sir Lionel Sackvllle West as-British 
minister at Washington, a great com- 
pliment to his political and diplomatic 
ability and full recognition for his 
distinguished position as-an author- 
ity on International law. 
He came 


to Washington when the British le- 
gation was under a cloud and when 
much of the 
public 
resentment 


against has predecessor Included the 
English people generally. 
During 


the early years of Lord Pauncefote's 
ministry, the relations between Eng- 
and the United States were decidedly 
strained and full credit must be given 
to the tactful and conciliatory efforts 
by which 
courteous 
• Englishmen 


brought the two governments to an 
amicable settlement of 
difficulties. 


The Behring Sea treaty and the treaty 
fixing the boundary between Venez- 
uela and British Guiana, Involving 
the Monroe doctrine, are notable In- 
stances. 


His Work Changed History 


Lord Pauncefote's work in Wash' 


ington, extending over a period of 
thirteen years, was so far reaching 
In its character, has actually so shap 
ed history that any brief appreciation 
of It Is Impossible. 
The work which 


has most endeared him to his Amer- 
ican cousins was performed during 
the trying period of the Cuban war 
when by the discharge-of very Impor- 
tant and delicate functions he/ - es- 
tablished the cordial relations which 
now exist'between the two countries. 
His services in Washington were 


rewarded in England by many hon- 
ors. 
In 1892 ho was promoted to the 


Grand Cross "of the Bath, tho most 
coveted of all British decorations; In 
1894 he I was sworn In as a member 
of the Queen's Right Honorable Privy 
Council and on his return from the 
peace conference at The Hague he 
was made a peer of the United King- 
dom. 
His career In. the sen-Ice was 


so memorable that ho enjoyed th<j 
unusual distinction of having 
his 


term of service extended over

age limit.

By his courtesy, h'is unfailing pa- 
tience, his firmness In-upholding his 
own country's Interests .and his ap- 
preciation of the rights of others he 
won golden opinions from', all parties 
in the United States.

the old crater beds. ' The scientists 
compare the mountain's outthrow to

plosions have occurred at progressive- 
ly longer Intervals and that they have 
also been progressively more 'violent.
